I 
HE aim of modern campaigners against senility is less to help 
men live for centuries than to prevent their dying by in­ 
ches while still alive. 
Full bodily vigor at 70 or 80 is more to 
be desired» as well as more easily possible, than to clutch feebly 
at a useless ¿park of life until twice or thrice the usual span. The 
fact that medical science has lengthened scarcely at all the ex­ 
pectation of life for men and women already old in years con­ 
cerns most people but little so long as it promises to be accom­ 
panies by the infinitely greater boon of larger average leases on 
bodily health. 
It is human nature to fear death in the youth of life and to 
covet more than the allotted span, but when senile old age 
creeps up good health and a vigorous mind and body are more 
precious. 
Often the greater tragedy seems to be that the world’s great 
men are deprived of their usefulness before death rather than 
they should die at all. 
Society is more reconciled to death than 
to sick bodies. 
That the human machinery must break down some time 
still seems inevitable, although no one knows precisely why. 
Glands and other structures seem incurably prone to wear out 
sooner or later and to do their bodily partners to death. 


AMERICAN PLAN THE BEST 
N ations are like individuals in th a t the other fellow’s skates always 
look better th a n th eir own. 
Sensible of the faults of their own institu ­ 
tions, they can only see the advantages of the others. 
M any Am ericans would have their national governm ent adopt some 
of the features of the B ritish form on the theory th a t it is m ore respon­ 
sive to the popular will and to changing economic and political conditions. 
T hey like the B ritish practice of im m ediately rem oving an adm inistration 
which has lost the confidence or control of parliam ent. 
Y et over in G erm any editors, sick and tired of a long series of up­ 
setting and chaotic elections, proposed the Am ericanization of the G er­ 
m an republic. 
They w'ould change the governm ent from “m inisterial” 
to “presidential.” 
T here is no doubt about the greater stability of the Am erican scheme, 
especially if applied to G erm an politics. 
The G erm an cabinet is depend­ 
e n t upon a m ajority in the Reichstag in which none of the m any G erm an 
political parties has a m ajority. 
This advantage of our system has sel­ 
dom forced itself upon the public m ind because one of the two m ajority 
parties Usually has a safe m ajority in both houses while one of its m em ­ 
bers sYt in the white house. 
Adoption of the “presidential” form by G erm any would undoubtedly 
end the free-for-all in the R eichstag and, in time, would effect a con­ 
solidation of the country’s several large political parties into two or three 
m ajor groups.

NO NEW STATES LIKELY 
Not infrequently there has been discussion of creating a seperate 
state of Chicago by dividing Illinois, ju st as in this state of creating two by 
setting ap art New York City. 
T he suggestions supply an interesting 
source of speculation, even if they never get past th a t stage. 
To some it seems strange th a t another great city, Philadelphia, has 
not figured in such conversations; doubtless the reason is th a t Pennsyl­ 
vania differs from the others in being, politically, more homogeneous. In 
th e first two instances there has been, until recently a t any rate, a wide 
difference politically between the urban and rural sections. 
So long as upstate New York and dow nstate Illinois have had the 
whip hand over their two great m unicipalities, ju st so long has there 
been sentim ent in the cities in favor of seperate statehood. 
They have 
felt they were the tails to the kite of the rural politicians, which has been 
especially irksome with the latter belonging to a rival p artisan organi- j * 
zation. 
W ith state and metropolis governm ents in harm ony, politically, there 
is not likely to be this same agitation, for the prim e reason for divorce 
will have been removed. 
In other words, if either Dem ocrats or R epub­ 
licans could control both New York City and State; or Chicago and Il­ 
linois, th en there would be no sectional rivalry. 
And in the past few 
years the tendency in this direction has been pronounced. 
As already pointed out, Philadelphia does not represent the sam e feel­ 
ing, as Pennsylvania, ru ral and urban, usually thinks about the sam e W’ay 
politically. 
If at some tim e in the future a m arked difference develops, 
it will not be surprising to hear talk of separation; otherwise it is u n ­ 
likely. 
A nother state, the division of which has been discussed sometimes, is 
Texas. 
B ut for entirely different reasons. 
Texas, on admission to the 
union, was accorded the rig h t to divide itself into not to exceed five com­ 
m onw ealths a t any tim e it chose. 
In th a t state is no m etropolis, overshadowed by the rural sections. The 
state is as homogeneous as could be expected. 
By dividing, the people now represented by two United States Sen­ 
ators would have 10.

OF

SABBATH LAW ESSENTIAL 
TO THE PUBLIC WELFARE 
Editor. Nw Castle News:— 
In view? of the renewed attack on 
our beneficent State Sabbath law, 
which has so well served the past 
four or five generations in our Com­ 
monwealth and which is so admir­ 
ably adapted to meet the needs of 
present and future generations, we 
are submitting the following for the 
consideration, if you will, of the 
readers of your paper. 
Some are opposing this law on the 
grounds that it is class legislation, 
while others are insisting that to 
make the change proposed would be 
class legislation of a most objection­ 
able character. 
It occurs to the 
writer that the supreme thought in 
the minds of those considering the 
proposed change, whether as its ad­ 
vocates or opponents, should be the 
public welfare. This unquestionably 
should be the great, if not indeed 
the sole, purpose for which all law 
is enacted. The real question before 
the citizenry of the Commonwealth 
is, will the proposed change in any 
way contribute to the public welfare 
and, if so, in what way or ways. 
The burden of * proof necessarily 
rests upon those seeking the change. 
Our contention is that in no sense 
will thLs proposed change contribute 
to the welfare of the general public, 
but that on the contrary it will 
greatly militate against it. 
To get 
at the root of this matter, we need 
to know how essential the Sabbath, i 
with its rest and quiet and oppor- j 
tunity for public worship and the * 
undisturbed reading and study of 
the Word of God, is to the public \ 
welfarK And on this point we shall j 
content ourselves with the utter­ 
ances of statesmen and jurists of 
high repute, and at the same time 
challenge our opponents to cite au­ 
thorities of any real significance to 
the contrary. 
It was none other than that emin­ 
ent jurist of all jurists, Blackstone, 
who said, “Without the Sabbath we 
cannot have the church and with­ 
out the church we are bound to have 
a corruption of morals which means j 
national decay and ultimate na­ 
tional ruin”. 
“The corruption of morals usually 
follows the profanation of the Sab­ 
bath”, said Chief Justice McClain of 
the United States Supreme Court, 
and he significantly adds, “where 
there is no Christian Sabbath there 
is no Christian morality; without 
this, free institutions cannot long 
be maintained”. 
“The Sabbath was made for man”, 
says Ex-President Calvin Coolidge. 
“its .observance does not diminish 
but increases the abundance of life. 
It is the head of replenishment, 
spiritual, mental and physical”. 
“The old-fashioned American a t­ 
titude toward Sabbath observance 
has come to be distinctive and I 
think significant of the spiritual at- j 
titudc that we may well wish to have j 
fully restored to our people”, said 
the late President Harding. 
We have at hand, as we write, 
many Supreme Court decisions sus­ 
taining the Sabbath laws of our j 
country in test cases within the 
past few years in which the issue in­ 
volved was whether the law pro­ 
hibiting Sunday amusements was 
constitutional. 
For want of space 
we can give but one of these— truly 
typical however of all the others. In 
sustaining the constitutionality of a 
city ordinance prohibiting Sunday 
theatrical and moving-picture exhi- j 
bitions in Ames, Iowa, the supreme 
court of that state, in the year 1922, 
all judges concurring, had this to 
say: “Much is said in thLs connec­ 
tion about the unreasonableness of 
all Sunday laws and ordinances in 
these modem and more enlightened 
days of freedom of thought and ac­ 
tion and of religious liberty. 
It is 
unnecessary that we discuss in this 
opinion the propriety of statute 


laws prohibiting the breach of the 
Sabbath. 
This is a Christian Na­ 
tion. 
The observance of Sunday is 
one of our established customs. It 
has come down to us from the same 
decalogue that prohibited murder, 
perjury and theft. It is more an­ 
cient than our common law or our 
form of government. 
It is recog­ 
nized by constitutional and legisla­ 
tive enactment, both state and fed­ 
eral. On this day, legislatures ad- 
1 journ, courts cease to function, bus­ 
iness is suspended, and. nation-wide. 
| our citizens cease from labor. The 
! observance of the Sabbath is re­ 
garded as essential to the proper up­ 
building of the mental and physical 
as well as the moral life of a great 
people. 
Laws and ordinances re­ 
specting its observance are clearly 
with the genius of our institutions 
and the spirit of our national life”. 
In view of the above reasoning, 
confirmed by court decisions gener- 
| ally, including those of our own 
State, it would seem that only those 
who are seeking class legislation in 
their own favor want any change in 
jour present Sabbath law. The one 
great objection made to it as it 
stands is that it forbids sports and 
amusements, with 
all that they 
signify, on the first day of the week. 
And since these are not in the in ­ 
terests of the public welfare, they 
should not be legalized. 
Nobody 
really wants the law changed ex­ 
cept those who are thinking of their 
own selfish interests at the expense 
of the general public.
